iAt the m eeting 
of 
the 
Pontotoc 
County F arm ers’ Institute in Ada last 
Friday, the principal feature was an 
address by Hon. Wm. 
H. 
(Alfalfa 
Bill) M urray of Johnston county, on 
the subject of corn culture and seed 
cora 
selection. 
We were not able 
to take down the entire address, but 
we herew ith give a sum m ary of the 
m ain points dw elt upon by the dis­ 
tinguished 
tan n e r 
from the neigh­ 
boring county of Johnston. 
He referred to the m any provisions 
in the Oklahom a constitution which 
are of benefit to the farm ing class, 
especially com m ending the laws pro­ 
viding for teaching the el m eats of 
ag riculture and dom estic science in 
the schools of the state 
"I reg ret,” said he ”th a: many peo­ 
ple of o u t country think it is a dis­ 
grace to know how to cook, but they 
w ill yet come to regard :it as an ac­ 
com plishm ent of womanhood as much 
as to know how to play on the piano. 
The w orst enemy of agriculture is 
the farm er. 
I have departed from 
telling the farm er he is the sa lt of 
the 
earth . 
iMr. 
M urray suggested 
th at th is was friendly criticism and 
m eant it to help th e the farm er, sup­ 
posing th at they, like he, appreciat­ 
ed friends com ing around and telling 
us those things th a t were lacking in 
o u r m ake-up, and said th a t when he 
criticised them it w as a s a friend, 
and with no other thought but for 
their interest and to im prove their 
condition. 
H e said he would not talk 
politics, for th at had no place in 
these m eetings. 
-He said th at some 
farm ers in his country made a prac­ 
tice of going to town twice a week, 
which, when the tim e was counted 
often am ounted to one- hird of their 
tim e, 
which fact 
m ight m ean the 


freezes 
would 
make available th at 
| soil that had been turned out. 


Mr. M urray said that no farm er 
could experim ent very m uch without 
a loss. 
W ashington 
and 
Jefferson 
were 
farm ers. 
Jefferson 
did man- 
kind more good, and W ashington did 
himself more good. Jefferson experi­ 
mented a: a loss to himself, but his 
neigh bors picked it up and profited 
by it. 
The great mind is not ^ ie 
man who can onlv dwell in the clouds 
The man who would make a states­ 
man m ust understand life, if he would 
legislate wisely. How can a m an leg­ 
islate for farm ers unless he knows 
som ething about farm ing, or a bank­ 
er unless he knows what their inter­ 
ests involve. Too many of them know 
only one special thing. 
The t i ulv educated man is the man 
who knows som ething of everything 
and everything of some one thing. I 
am glad Ada has a Normal school 
with a faculty with -the good sense 
and judgm ent to come out to these 
m eetings because they are not liv­ 
ing in the clouds alone. You have 
an institution yon -have a right to 
be proud of. 
I am glad that it has 
a chair of agriculture -in it tha: -will 
teach these im portant things. 
How to Select Seed Corn and Grow 


Corn. 


You crib your corn and put it in 
the crib In the sum m er. You break 
up your land and break it deep. You 
pick out a lot of good /big ears, shell 
and plant, putting in red and white 
and long and sh o rt grain s; then ii' 
you have bad corn you say you plant 
ed too earl 
or you -had a bad sea 
son. B ut you didn’t have the right 
kin I of seed. You want it uniform in 
color in length in size of stalk, in ev 
cry particular, -because you want it 
to silk and tassle a : the same tim e 
and the reason you -want uniform ity 
is to have the greater security that 
it com es to bloom a t exactly the 
sam e time. The less developed the 
corn, the more silks you have and 
the best developed, the fewer silks.
